The supreme commander's intel­ 
ligence officials in Tokyo warned 
that more than 277,000 front-line 
Chinese soldiers, along with some 
200.000 Korean Reds, are fully de­ 
ployed in battle positions to spear­ 
head the giant push. 
An intelligence service summary, 
moreover, 
revealed 
that China's 
Communist government has tripled 
its military budget for 1951. appro­ 
priating eight billion dollars for 
war operations. 
Mac Arthur's announcement was 
underscored by steadily mounting 
enemy 
patrol thrusts along the 
Eighth Army's entire line bisecting 
the Korean peninsula adjacent to 
and south of the 38th Parallel. 
Another precursor of the coming 
mammoth struggle was the increas­ 
ed activity of enemy planes in Ko­ 
rean skies.
